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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species of fig. 2 (claims 1-2 and 5-6) in 
the reply filed on 07/19/2005 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that, 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-2 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Van Brunt (US 4357703). 

Regarding claim 1, Van Brunt (hereafter Van) in fig. 1-2 discloses a 
semiconductor integrated circuit comprising: 
a plurality of data output pins [30]; 
a test pin [33]; 

a data processing circuit [input to 12 or 20] for generating output signals in 
response to input signals; and 

an output circuit [31] for outputting the output signals to the data output pins in a 
normal mode and sequentially outputting the output signals to the test pin in response to 
a clock signal [from 41] in a test mode. 
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Regarding claim 2, Van discloses the integrated circuit of claim 1 , wherein the 
output circuit controls the output signals not to be outputted to the data output pins in 
the test mode [because of 41 and 40]. 

Regarding claim 5, Van discloses a method for outputting data in a test mode of 
a semiconductor integrated circuit with a plurality of data output pins [30] and a test pin 
[33], comprising: determining whether the test mode is activated [using 21 and 41]; and 
sequentially outputting the output signals to the test pin in response to a clock signal 
[using 41] in the test mode. 

Regarding claim 6, Van discloses the method of claim 5, further comprising 
outputting the output signals to the data output pins if the test mode is not activated. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Prior art to Konemann et al. (US 4377757) also discloses semiconductor 
integrated circuit for parallel test data monitoring. 

Prior art to Lin et al. (US 5043985) also discloses test pin and data output pins in 
an integrated circuit testing arrangement.
